Befides, rhe concerning Religion are fixt and unalrer- 
able onder the * of Heaven; the Magna Charta of 
Religion, the Seriptaré#, is Unrepealadie, and cannot be Con- 
troul’d, Altered or Amended by any Humane Power. Legijla- 
ters have nothing co do In Sacris but Circa Sacrt, i. €. They 
are not #0 Alrer or Amend the Sacted Word.of God, which 1s 
the Law of Religion, but are to Recognize chefe Sacred and 
Inviolable Laws, and to enforce the Obfervance of ‘em by 
Penal Statutes, that fuch as own the Chriflian Religicn, and do 
acknowledge themfelves to be Proteliors of it, may be obliged 
to demean themfelves according to the Dury requir'd of ‘em 
in the Goipel. 

You muft bear with me if 1 am fomewhart tedious on this 
Head, becaaic our Divifions feem to arife from Religious Cavils, 
and ibe Caurch is the main Precence of the Tacting Party, and 
of fuch as would difturb rhe Peace of our /rael.

Have we nor a Queen on the Throne entirely 
in the locereft of the Church ? Have we not a Set of Bithops 
who are real Ornameres to that Church in which chey prefide, 
aud whofe Verrues is the only Charge againft ‘em by the AMa- 
lignants ? \s any Body going to ra away with the Church, or 
to fubvere its Conftitution ? What chen means the Noite of 
the Malignant Party of Tackers and Hig® Flyers aboug che Church 
gt our El¢Aions? Where are the Raw- Heads and Bloody. Bones, 
the Hadmondod:, with whiclh the Children of the Church are

No good Man is againft the Security of the Church, or 
againit making new Laws, if any are wanting to Defend it 
agaiaft its Enemies, the Papiftss buc for Gods fake, under a 
Prerence of propping it ap, let if not fall to the Ground by 
taking away the Support of its Friends,the Protefunt Diffenters: 
Is there no way of Eftablifhing the Church but by an Occasional 
Conformity 817, which would take away che Free Birth.
